Work on the new $15,000 
Ma.sonic Temple was started 
cin Wednesday when Con¬ 
tractor O. R. Shearer began 
selling stakes for the foun¬ 
dation under direction of 
Architect R M. Finlayson. It 
IS expected the building will 
be ready for occupancy by 
May. 

Contracts for the new 
building have been let 
follows: Carpenter and gen¬ 
eral supervi s i o n, O. R. 
•Shearer; concrete and plas¬ 
ter. D. & J. Buchan; plumb¬ 
ing, Sierra Madre Hardware 
Co.; electrical, G. I. Farman.

Beginning of woik on the 
new Temple brings a long 
step nearer the realization of 
hopes and dreams of many 
months among members of 
the Masonic order and the 
liastern Star. The enterprise 
was first planned about 18 
months ago and soon result¬ 
ed in purchase of the lot 135 
X 192 feet on Central avenue 
just east of Baldwin. Tliis 
was purchased in two par¬ 
cels and a long delay was 
caused by a flaw in the title 
of one-half which was re¬ 
cently cleared up by a clever 
piece of detecti\'e work on 
the part of Attorney Robert 


Mitchell in locating the own¬ 
ers of 30 years ago. 

The new Temple will be 
devoted exclusively to the 
purposs of Sierra Madre 
Lodge -Yo. 408 and the East¬ 
ern Star chapter. Its extreme 
dimensions will be 42 x 70 
feet, and two stories in 
height. Architect Finlayson 
has developed a handsome 
stucco exterior in udor Got¬ 
hic style. 

Occupying the only lot left 
lietween the residences on 
the east and the business 
property on the west, it will 
be set beak to the residence 
line, with suitable parking 
planned for the grounds in 
front. 

Improvement of the prop¬ 
erly now occupied by' Gra- 
liam’s garage has been pro¬ 
mised b,v A. N, Adams, the 
owner. H,^ indicates that he 
will erect some permanent 
husine.s.s block there in place 
of the present corrugated 
iron building. The two im¬ 
provements will completei.v 
transform East Central ave¬ 
nue. 

Principal features of tlie 
temple will be the banquet 
hall and ball room on the 
ground floor, 32 x 50 feet and 
the lodge room of the same 
size on the second floor 
Ample corridor and cloak 
room provision is made on 
both floors, and in addition 
there will be a spacious kit¬ 
chen on the ground floor 
and library on the second 
floor. 

Financing of the enter¬ 
prise is practically c o m - 
pieted. More than half the 
cost of the building is rep¬ 
resented by outright dona¬ 
tions of members of the 
Masonic order. The Easter.i 
Star Chapter has cooperated 
ill raising a substantial fund 
for furnishings. The “Romp¬ 
ers of 1925.” the vaudeville 
to be given February 12 and 
13, is planned to aid this 
fund. 

The temple building com¬ 
mittee includes Donald C. 
Ashmore, master of the 


lodge; H. E. Allen, senior 
warden; R. M. Finlayson,

Propositions 

fornia constitution, making 
tliroc changes in California 
lax law: 

(1) It requires that taxes 
“on or measured by income” 
imposed .under the personal 
income tax law shall not ex¬ 
ceed 50 per cent of the rates 
in effect in the 1978 taxable 
year. 

(2) It requires that the 
Legislature provide a sys¬ 
tem of adjusting personal 
income tax brackets to re¬ 
flect annual changes in the 
California Consumer Price 
Index. 

(3) It totally exempts 
business inventories from 
property taxation. 

Only the first provision is 
new tax law. The Le.gisla- 
ture has already provided 
for full indexing of the in¬ 
come tax .and the total ex¬ 
emption of business inven¬ 
tories from property taxes. A 
portion of the present pro¬ 
vision on indexing, (the fir.st 
throe per cent of CPI) is 
.scheduled to “sunset” at thf- 
end of the 1981 taxable year. 
The significance of including 
indexing and the business 
iiventory exemption in Pro- 
postio 9 is that it gives thesi 
features tlie protection of 
the state constitution.

ciety? (We’re sure that the 
Richardson House is not bl^ 
enough to house all the me¬ 
mentos, records and trea¬ 
sures from our city’s early 
days.) In fact, each active 
organization in the com¬ 
munity could “buy” or sup¬ 
port a certain room or fea¬ 
ture exhibit area of the mu¬ 
seum and also be in charge 
of such .... Of course, all 
under the final direction and 
say so of a board of direc¬ 
tors, or similar guiding 
“light,” from, .say, the His¬ 
torical Society! ?) 

All of Sierra Madre’s early, 
and even present, history 
could be housed. An “Indian” 
room, complete with artifacts 
from the area, maps, photos, 
etc., would certainly bring 
renewed interest to loc a 1 
youngsters. Speak i n g of 
youngsters, a “school” room, 
with some typical early day 
school furniture, books and 
authentically clothed man- 
nikens (we won’t say “dum¬ 
mies” . . . not in a school 
room .Htmsophere!! Never! . . 

. “l>mce” maybe, but not 
“Dummy”! 

Mention of the wage earn¬ 
er’s occupations, livlihoods 
(and pay .scale!) would more 
than likely be of great in¬ 
terest to one and all. 

Early period farming im¬ 
plements and mention of 
some of the various crops 
raised could be incorporated 
in another room or section. 
(Gee, E. Waldo Ward coni' 
certainlv contribute to this 
exhibit!!) Facts about Sier¬ 
ra Madre’s very own winery 
could share here too, as well 
as the fruit drying industry'. 
Sierra Madre has always at¬ 
tracted a large creative arts 
colony and this .should not 
be .gorgotten. Our “Wistaria 
Citv” with its resort-like cli¬ 
mate .and wonderful intan¬ 
gible atmopsherc, was also a 
liaven tor summer residents 
of which, many wore quite 
famous. Our own well-known 
contributing pioneers and 
residents (famous within the 
city limits!) as well as the.se 
“famous” visitors could be 
noted. 

A genealogy setion, a ro- 
.search room, history of Sier¬ 
ra Madre’s participation in 
the Rose Parade (complete 
with pictures), city cemetery 
information along with mar 
or diagram; list of past and 
present businesses; flora and 
fauna history and not^s of 
oui' area are all items, and 
sublets, we’i'C sure would bo 
of great interest to one and 
all. 

Sierra Madre Search and 
Rescue Team could also have 
a room, or exhibit, on the 
j;remises and could display 
early mountain history as 
well as a resume of their 
own famous liistory and be¬ 
ginnings. 'They could Include, 
logically .so. safety and first 
aid hints for local trail users 
along with maps and mavbe 
vene an up-to-date posting 
of trail conditions and their 
recommendations. Maybe a 
bint or two as to where to 
l?egin to loof or “that that 
vella stuff . . . ya know, 
“Gold.”) 

l/he local Garden Club 
could have a corner dedicat- 
j'd to early day plants (and 
crops” with pictures .seeds, 
live samples!?) and - or city 
maps of .iust where guests 
and - v'lsitors to the city' 
could view such green-thumb 
results. Maybe, the club 
would have a list of nur¬ 
series where such “old fash • 
ioned plants might be ob¬ 
tained. 

Just think, the entire edi¬ 
fice could also serve as a 
Vi.«itor Information Center of 
sorts .... In addition to 
loyal information and maps, 
maps brochures and listings 
of places to go, things to do 
in surroundings areas — and 
in fact. Southern California, 
would also bo botainable. 

To support this project, or 
in the vein of “first things 
first,” in order to got the 
ball rolling to effect this 
project, the — let’s say — 
Historical Society could start 
with bumper stickers! This 
could serve two purpo.ses; to 
publicize the project; and to

whole idea, but then inayoe 
it has .itarted a seed ot 
thought (for or againsti in 
a few other minds. So, how 
does it strike you out there? 

EDITOR’S NOTE: We ar" 
only printing the item above 
because this scribe did not 
do her homework or she 
would have .known the .situa ¬ 
tion . . . The old City Hall 
has been sold. It was sold 
to the Bergen Company for 
$222,000. The Bergen Com¬ 
pany has agreed to put some 
$350,000 in repairs and re¬ 
habilitation into the o 1 d 
building and cieate a first 
class restaurant for the city, 
which most prohiably would 
generate some $10' to $12 
thousand per year for the 
City in Sales "Tax . . . Tne 
Historical Society or any 
ether organization could not 
raise this amount of money,' 
nor could they raise the 
amount for its maintenance 
. . . all of this was thor¬ 
oughly inyestigated and re¬ 
ported to the public over the 
past two years .... The 
above is a good thought, but 
the citizens of Sierra Madre 
ju.st cannot afford these ex¬ 
pensive ideas ...

A bill to authorize the expenditure of $300,000 in an 
additioffial surtax on -utility bills to conduct a study on 
converting the Diablo Canyon Nuclear Plant to coal or 
gas usage recently passed Assembly Resources, Laticl Use 
and Elnergy on a 7-4 vote. The plant, scheduled to go on 
line this year, has cost $1.7 billion and has taken 10 years 
to build after tangling with the governmental regulatory 
maze. A conversion to coal would require another 10 years 
to complete at a cost of $9 billion and 180 million more 
barrels of oil burnetf in the meantime. The added expense 
of coal against the cheaper costs of nuclear fuel and the 
environmental problems become astronomical. AB 2726 
(Mello) sets the study’s date of completion at January 1, 
1982. Then they would probably call for a study of the 
now study.

Thinking Thrice I 


By Senator H. L. "Bill" Richardson (R-Arcadia) 

My congratulations to two University of California, 
Dav'is, law students, who are lending new respectability 
to the word, "activist.” Robert Bunnside and Clint Bolick 
have idecided .not to let University of California President 
David Saxon get away with his use of public funds to 
campaign against Proposition 9 ... at least not without 
a rousing, good fight.. 

As you recall, the illustrious Dr. Strangelove Saxon 
tried to press the Jarvis II destruct button by sending a 
letter to 130,000 UC students bewailing the terrible con¬ 
sequences if Proposition 9 passes. The anti-Prop. 9 epistle 
began with the fiery annoncement, "I am doing all I 
personally can to see that it (Proposition 9) is defeated." 

Upon ret.eiving their copies of the letter, Burnside and 
Bolick marched right on down to Yolo County Superior 
Court and filed suit against Saxon and the UC Regents, 
requesting a preliminary injunction against any future 
public expenditures by Saxon advocating the defeat of 
the tax-out measure. You see, the letter cost $30,(XX) of 
taxpayers’ money, The young students demanded’ that 
Saxon be required to restore the $30,000 to the ta.xpayers’ 
c-offer. 

“The letter is written ill such a way as to enflame 
the passioins against Proposition 9,” claims third-year law 
student Burnside. “The timing and the whole tenor of 
the letter shows .he is trying to influence people to vote no. 
Saxon went way beyond the limits of his authority wlxen 
he diverted the money away from the proper role of the 
University .... education and research ... to a political 
campaigji. One if the things the State should definitely 
refrciin from is influencing votes on a public ballot.” I 
agree!! 

It seems Burnside and Bolick have the law on their 
side. Legislative Counsel states, “the California courts have 
consistently held that it would amount to an improper 
diversion of public funds for an officer or employee of a 
public agency (i.e., the University of California) to cause 
public funds of the agency to be used for a purpose having 
no connection with the affairs of the agency. Generally 
speaking, the support of or opposition to a state-wide 
ballot measure is not one of the affairs of the University 
of California.” 

As for the question of liability for such fiscal abuse, 
the Counsel cited a California Supreme Court case in 
which it was decided that the guilty party would indeed 
be subject to personal liability for improper expendlt-ures 
made in the absence of “idue care.” 

Legislative Counsel concludes that Saxon, as an of¬ 
ficial of the University of California who used public funds 
to oppose a statewide ballot measure, could be personally 
liable for such expenditures “made in the absence of due 
care.” 

Despite being on the side of the angels, the students 
have become clogged in muddy waters. Although Judge 
Ackley has admitted that the letter Saxon sent out ap¬ 
peared on its face to be political advocacy, he has denied 
a temporary restraining order against future action by 
Saxon because the students have not shown that another 
letter or illegal action would be likely to occur between 
now and June 3. According to Burnside, the Judge denied 
it “without prejudice” . . . meaning that they could re- 
,new the request if they could get some additional evi¬ 
dence on that point. 

As for the restitution of the $30,(XX) .... this ques¬ 
tion will have to wait until the case can be scheduled 
for a hearing, which, in the fullest tradition of our effi¬ 
ciently deficient court system, may .not -be until November. 

No easily dissuaded from their “righteous cause,” the 
two students intend to pursue the issue until “the very 
end.” 

One thing, however, is wortli shouting about at this 
point: at least the case will prov'ide a refresher course in 
the punitive effects of fiscal flimflams which, will on- 
cooirage David Saxons of our State to think twice .... or 
maylx' even thrice . . . before pulling the same kind of 
stunt.

A federal task force report 
on DE.S indicates that long- 
range respeirch nc-eds to bo 
carried out in order to an¬ 
swer questions about the 
harmful .side effects of the 
drug, such as the potential

Dear Editor: 

In January 1980 a new law 
went into effect in Califor¬ 
nia — California Assembly 
Bill No. 1480 — which stipu¬ 
lates that custody of chil¬ 
dren following divorce is to 
be awarded to both parents 
jointly, or to either parent, 
the latter determined, in 
part, according to which 
parent is more likely to al¬ 
low frequent and continuing 
contact with the noncusto¬ 
dial parent. Joint custody re¬ 
fers to that custody arrange¬ 
ment in which the parents 
share legal responsibili t y 
for major decisions affecting 
their children’s lives. It may 
also include the .sharing of 
physical care in some equit¬ 
able form. This new law h,-i.s 
been ’nighly controversial. 
Both the shared authority 
for decision making and the 
shared responsibility tor phy¬ 
sical care have been called 
into que.stion. Without doubt, 
the law will profoundly alter 
the va.ses tipon which cus- 
today determinations are 
made. 

Unfortunately, legal, judi¬ 
cial and mental health pro 
fessionals, as well as par¬ 
ents, must engage in crucial 
decision making regarding 
custody wth scant hard data 
as to how children and their 
parents have actually per¬ 
ceived their experience with 
joint custody. To date ther:' 
has been little systematic 
research which has included 
children participati n g in 
jont custody arrangements. 

A study is now underway 
through the University of 
Southern California regard¬ 
ing join custody of children 
following parental separa- 
ton or divorce. The research 
focuses upon both child and 
parent perspectives of var¬ 
ious aspects of the joint cus¬ 
tody experience and aims to 
determine factors wh i c h 
make joint custody workable 
and unv.'orkable and for 
whom. The research is time¬ 
ly and .urgently needed. 

This study greatly needs 
willing participants (for 
which there is no paymenti: 
both parents of a family in¬ 
volved in joint custody, legal¬ 
ly or extra-legally, and at 
least one willing and able 
child in the family over the 
age of seven. The parents 
must be sharing the .a,uth- 
ority for major decisions re¬ 
garding the child (ren) and 
sharing the child care to 
some degre.' All information 
will remain strictly confiden¬ 
tial. The information ob¬ 
tained from the study will 
be written in a form which 
protects the pa.reticipants’ 
privacy and anonymity. The 
information will be useful in 
the future in determing the 
apnrooriateness of joint cus¬ 
tody for families and in im¬ 
plementing joint custody ar¬ 
rangements in tho.se in¬ 
stances in which it seems 
suitable and feasible.
